Can Laclede Gas Co. absorb an increase in 
the wholesale price of natural gas it buys from 
Mississippi River Fuel Corp. without passing it 
on to the 300,000 gas users in the St. Louis area?

e and is asking the Missouri Public Service Com- 


mission for permission to increase ‘its retail 
rates by $5,175,000 a year. It alleges that a rate 
rise of this size is necessary “forthwith” to offset 
a price boost by Mississippi. 

A somewhat different picture has now been 
drawn by the Public Service Commission's own 
staff. Homer L. Thorp, the commission's chief 
accountant, estimates that Laclede could absorb 
the higher wholesale charges without increasing 
rates to consumers by a single penny and still 
earn a return of 5.15 per cent this year. 

Mr. Thorp estimates that if the commission 
permitted a rise of $1,250,000 a year, Laclede 
would earn 6 per cent.

Secretary of State Dulles at the Paris NATO 
meeting set a virtual deadline of June 30 for 
ratification of the European defense agreements. 
But continental politicians reacted as a child 
does to a spoonful of bitter medicine, 

By a vote of 20 to 18 the Bundesrat, the up- 
per chamber of the West German parliament, re- 
fused to ratify the pacts already approved by the 
lower chamber. Opponents said they would wait 
for a Supreme Court ruling on the constitution- 
ality of the rearmament plan. The court said it 
would not rule on the treaties unless they are 
ratified. 

In Paris Foreign Minister Bidault recalled 
that the proposal for a European army-had been 
originated by France; and insisted that this gave 
his government the right to warn against too 
much haste on the project. He said that reunifi- 
cation of Germany was of prime importance in 
the settlement of East-West issues; and this 
made him sound rather like the German Social- 
ists who argue that reunification should come 
before ratification. * 

Thus there could be a dangerous stalemate on 
both sides of the Rhine. German Chancellor 
Adenauer, however, refuses to be tied up in a 
political and legal snarl. He said that the main 
sections of the agreements really do not need 
Bundesrat approval, and that he would present 
them to President Theodor Heuss for his signa- 
ture early next week. . 

That will force the issue so far as his oppon- 
ents and the Supreme Court are concerned. And 
for them, Dr. Adenauer had a warning: “If we 
don’t join up with the West, we cannot sustain 
an economy to support our own people.” 

There does not seem to be a man of Dr. 
Adenauer’s determination to push the matter in 
the French parliament. But the deputies may be 
impressed by Mr. Dulles's warning that without 
ratification by June 30, Congress probably will 
be inclined to make very deep cuts in European 
aid funds. A 

Whether by warning or by persuasion, it is 
the task of statesmanship to demonstrate the 
necessity for a solid Western front. A solid front 
is vital in case of attack. And it is equally im- 
portant if there is to be a negotiated settlement 
with Moscow.

Comment on Dulles. 


Referring to Secretary Dulles, 
the statement declared: 

“We cannot pass by in silence 
the claim of Dulles that the al- 
leged call of Soviet leaders for 
peaceful settlements was made 
under the pressure of the so- 
called firm policy of the United 
States. 

“It is, however, known to the 
entire world that Soviet leaders 
determine their action’ not by 
consideration of the ‘firmness’ or 
‘softness’ of the policy of one or 
another country toward the 
U.S.S.R. but based on the inter- 
ests of the Soviet people and 
world security.” 

On Eisenhower's disarmament 
proposals, the statement said the 
Soviet Union could agree to these 
items but found them too general.

RECORD 22-HOUR

Despite obvious fatigue, leg 
cramps, and a -tendency to 
stumble over words occasionally, 
Morse appeared fit after fin 
ing’ his record-buster. He sat 
down, shook hands with a few 
Senators who walked to his desk, 
and a few minutes later strode 
jauntily from the Senate cham- 
be 


r. 
Shortly after 9:15 this morning 
he perked up the ears of his hear- 
ers by saying “in conclusion...” 
but instead of concluding he 
opened a new box of cough drops 
and carried on. 
Receives a Red Rose. 

Early in his long speech he said 
he was refreshed by the fragrance 
of a red rose in his lapel sent to 
him by Mrs. Cecil Oliver of the 
AFL Teachers’ Union of Portland, 
Ore., with a note; “This sweet- 
heart rose is from the children 
of Oregon for whom you are 
pleading.” 

Through the morning hours 
Morse kept pounding on the point 
that the transfer of the submerged 
lands to state control would de- 
prive schools, colleges and univer- 
sities of sorely needed revenues 
for educational purposes. 

He argued for the proposal ad- 
vanced by Senator Lister Hill 
(Dem.), Alabama, that parts of 
the so-called tidelands oil rev- 
enues be turned over for educa- 
tion purposes, in much the same 
manner as revenue from the sale 
of Government lands to the rail- 
roads in the last century was used 
for support and establishment of 
land-grant colleges. 

Unless such an approach is 
taken, he said, the fiscal strain on 
the Federal Government will be- 
come continually greater. 

Morse conceded that his record- 
setting talk had “the characteris- 
tics of the filibuster.” But he in- 
sisted he was not interested in 
récords or even in delaying a 
Senate vote on the measure to 
hand title of the tidelands to 
coastal states. His sole purpose, 
he said, was to dramatize what he 
called a multi-billion-dollar ‘‘give- 
away.” 

Although Morse and other op- 
ponents of the bill have been 
talking against it for many days, 
its long solo effort was not likely 
to delay a vote much more than 
it would have been delayed any- 


way. 

Senator Taft already had de- 
cided to let Senators talk some 
more yesterday and today, before 
pressing Monday for a test vote 
on the bill. 

There appeared little doubt that 
Morse and the other Senators, 
mostly Democrats, who have been 
talking against the bill, ultimately 
would be defeated. 

Ne Effort to Force Vote. 

The Republican. leadership 
never has had the slightest doubt 
about being able to pass the 
measure—when they can get it to 
a vote. This they hope to do next 
week. There had been no inten- 
tion of trying to force a vote last 
night or today. 

Morse, who broke with the Re- 
publicans in last fall's election 
campaign to become an inde- 
pendent, sipped orange juice, tea, 
coffee and boullion to keep up his 
strength during his long speech. 
He also nibbled on crackers and 
gulped some tomato soup. 

Senator Taft, who has vowed 
to break the filibuster he has 
charged to opponents of the bill, 
left the floor at midnight. Shortly 
before, he had sent out for the 
newspapers and worked a cross- 
word puzzle. 

Earlier in the evening, Taft had 
stretched out for a few minutes 
on a sofa in the rear of the Sen- 
ate chamber in full view of spec- 
tators. 

Senator Purtell (Rep.), Connect- 
icut, who took over the leader's 
chair after Taft’s exit, had a pot 
of coffee placed on his desk and 
poured himself cups as time wore 
on.

80-Page Speech.
